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GUNSRAL : 


Industry recovered in September from the effects of the coal strike which 
teminated on 15th August. Output of coal, iron and steel in Seotember excccded 
the ore-strike level. Gas and clectricity supplies were restored and production 
figures available for Seotember, c.g, ngines, motors, clectrical refrigerators 
ctce, Were well above May, 1949. However, recorded employment at the ond of 
September had not yet fully rosnined the ore=strike pork nlthough only 2 few 
hundre 4 persons were recciving unemployment bencfits. Commonwealth Employment 
Service reports for New South Wales indicate that the lebour position hes cased 
slightly but that industry could still absorb many more workers then are offcring 
for employment. At the end of Sextombor 28,750 veconcics were registercd es against 
8,000 disuengnged persons secking jobs (mny of than difficult to place beenuse of 
age or disabilitics.,) Migration is the chief source of new Inbour; by the end 
of September about 10,000 Now Australians from D.P, camps had been placed in 
Jobs in this State. 


The rurel industrics are experiencing a gocd sexson. Dniry output is higher 
thon for some years and a good wheat crop is expected if fevourable weather 
conditions continue until end during harvesting, Keen bidding by oversee. buyers 
is keeping wool prices high, and the average of 513d ver 1b. greasy for Octobor 
was 10% above the averege for the 1948-49 season, 


PART 1. SMPLOYMNT AND NON-RURAL INDUSTRITS 
EMPLOYMENT - New South “bles. 


Employment in New South Wales (other then rurel workers and female domestics) 
fell during the coal strike from 991,600 (as at end of May, 1949) to 880,800 
(ond of July), a decrease of 11%, but the number stood down was probably greater 
as Some recorded on payrolls my not have been working at the end of July. Dur- 
ing August ond September recorded Mmployment increased by 105,100 to 985,900 
(715,900 men and 270,000 women),- thet is still 5,700 below the May figure; this 
fell is greater when it is considered thet sevorel thousnna migrents were placed 
in jobs during this period. Nevertheless, there is no evidence of a significant 
labour surplus; some men were probably awaiting reinstetoment after the strike 
and others may have gone into shenring and other rurel jobs. Persons in receipt 
of unemployment benefits reached a neck of 101,000 ct the end of July and 
decreased to 665 at the end of September (334 in November).

A review of world »roduction of the main av arel fibres shows that anparel 
wool production in 1948-49, estimated at 1,730 mill. lbs, clean basis, was 
higher than in 1947-48 but below the wartime average. Cotton yroduction also 
rose above 1947-48. Both production of wool and of cotton were near pre-war 
level while the output of synthetic fibres (which has exceeded wool in weight of 
oroduction since 1938) nearly doubled during the war ae made up 14, of total 
clothing fibre output in 1948-49 as against only T% in 1954-38.
